new $1^0,000,000 in federal highway 
aid.

E rl Norman. 14, and Jack, 8, 
sons of Norman, a farmer who 
lives near Axtell* »-J5 miles east 
of Waco, died at night after par- 
taking of a meal at noon. Mr. 
and Mts. Normna and five other 
children were seriously 111. 
A physician suggested that In- 
sect poison in the kitchen might 
have been mixed with meal for 
makincr bread 
bv mistake, 
but 
Mrs. Norman and a daughter said 
thev were certain that had not 
happened. 


An Investigation to determine 
how the poison got into the corn- 
bread eaten by the family was 
started today by District Attorney 
Willard McLaughlin. 
Several chickens and 
turkeys 
which ate meal from sacks used in 
preparing the cornbread died. 
Physicians' today said the con- 
dition of Mr. and Mrs.. Norman 
and the five children seriously ill 
from eating the cornbread was 
slightly improved. Their chances 
of recovery were better.

Greater New York committee on 
health examination, ,• expressed his 
view in the cucrent "Health Ex- 
aminer," which his committee pub- 
lishes in co-operation with' the 
New York Academy of Medicine. 
The Academy ranks as one of 
the "blue ribbon" medical groups 
of the country.

"The methods of medical prac- 
tice which obtained during an era 
of prosperity can no lonirer con- 
tinue," Dr. Rongy says. "The lav- 
ish expenditures, which prevailed 
in the treatment of the sick, will 
no more be possible. 


"The family doctor, to a large 
degree, is responsible for the tre- 
mendous and very often unneces- 
sary hospitalization 
of 
patients 
throughout the" country. Many a 
patient who could just as easily be 
cared for at home is sent to the 
hospital. 
This generally proves 
costly to the patient, and very oft- 
en he is unable to meet his obli- 
gation to the physician." 


Dr. Rongy advocates the family 
doctor going into preventive med- 
icine now, setting aside time for 
health examinations. He criticizes 
the "average doctor" for lack of 
resourcefulness.

BLANKET REDUCTION PROPERTY 
VALUES NEEDED IN COUNTY TO 
BRING TAXES TO PROPER LEVEL 


Navarro county citizens will be 
forced to pay more than their just 
share of the cost of the state 
government if the commissioners' 
court does not follow the example 
of numerous other counties in the 
state in making a blanket reduc- 
tion in property values, according^ 
to J. N. Edcns, one of the leading 
property owners of the county and 
president of the First National 
Bank. 


According to Mr. Ed en a the state 


levy Is based 
solely upon real 
property value* and the Income 
of the state depends upon the 
valuations set by each county. 
This year the state tax was set 
by an act of the legislature at a 
maximum of 69 cents, which was 
set by the automatic tax board 
at that figure, although the con- 
stitutional maximum is 77 cents. 


Much Can Be Saved. 


With a twenty-five per cent de- 
crease in valuation, the figure 
adopted by a majority 
of 
the 
counties, Mr. Edens pointed out 
that about one-fourth of the esti- 
mated revenues 
of • the 
state 


would be saved by the taxpayers. 
He said that it was not the de- 
sire of Navarro county land own- 
ers to escape paying their just 
share of the cost of state "govern- 
ment but that since other coun- 
ties were making the reductions, 
ie did not see whv Navarro coun- 
:y residents should be penalized 
by paying at the same rate they 
paid for 1931. The decrease in 
Kavarro county, according to Mr. 
Sdeng would amount to approxi- 
mately seven million dollars since 


approximately $28,000,000. The de- 
crease would mean a net saving 
of one-fourth of the state tax to 
the tax payers of the county. 


Might Increase Rate. 
The reduction would not apply 


however to county and district 
levies, 
Mr. Edens pointed out, 


adding that in some instances it 
might be necessary to increase 
the 1931 rate in order to meet 
budget requirements, but that even 
with an increase in the local rate 
a saving would be made. 


Certain county leviees, parti- 


cularly the general fund which is 
limited to 25 cents, and the road

night, Hitler brought thunderous 
cheers from 100,000 of his follow- 
ers when he said: 


"July 31 must remove the rule 


of democracy ana of Marxism and 
its vassals from Germany and re- 
store a regime of discipline, na- 
tional conscience, honor and pow- 
er." 


"We aim," he continued, "to 
sweep the thirty political parties 
out of the country. We Germans 
must be a united people. We are 
on the eve of great historical de- 
cisions. 
The thirteen years of 


decadence (the life of the republic) 
arc nearlng an end. 


"We don't believe In. the possi- 
bilities for International aid, but 
only in aid founded on our own 
strength."

around the block. 
T' IB developed after Pelham D. 
Glassford, superintendent of po- 
lice, had ordered every 
officer 
available for that purpose to the 
site to guard against trouble. 
Earlier,

evacuation of all veterans* from 
federal property. 
Reinforcement* Boshed 
rulck reinforcements were rush- 
ed into the area and the brick 
throwing veterans 
soon subsided

concerned but continued yelling 
and booing and shouting, "Let's 
run them out." 
Meanwhile, police reserves from 
everv precinct in the District of 
Columbia arrived on the scene.

When the firing took place, the 
crowd at the bottom of the stair* 
had begun to rush upward. A fight 
started at the top, the private po- 
liceman drew his revolver, held 
up his hand for < 
they did not and he opened fire, 
shooting twice. 


The moment the first shot wa* 
fired, the crowd on the steps fell 
backwaid and those in the street* 
scattered rapidly. 


Glassford was on the first floor 


of the building, looking over the 
situation. 


Some ou tin the crowd of several 


hundred below yelled: "Get them 
out!" 


A while before, the grim Glass- 


ford, who had the eviction order, 
called off for a while, had told 
a gathering of the veterans: 
"I 
suppose you know one policeman 
is dying." 


Police |n Fighting: Mood. 
This apaprently had little effect 


on his bedraggled band of listen- 
ers, as they stood behind police 
lines—some scowling, some laugh- 
ing. 
As word of the seriously in- 
jured policeman's condition spread 
among his comrades, it was clear- 
ly evident that it put them in a 
fighting mood. 


Glassford had been moving on 
the principle of keeping the ground 
gained today, in which a numner 
of veterans had been forced from 
one buluding 
and a line strung 


up for a cleared area to some ex- 
tent around. 
He- said he knew 


of no plans to call troops, but he 
understood that troops were ready 
in the vicinity to head toward the 
scene If need be. 


Veterans Push Police. 
A crowd of veterans soon after- 
wards formed on the sidewalk in 
front of the building. In a threat- 
ening mood these sought to rush 
the police lines drawn up In front 
of them. The police, much out- 
numbered, closed in to hold them 
back, 


Just as the veterans with up- 


stretched hands moved to rush 
onward, Glassford addressed his 
men from the se°cond floor of th,e 
}uilding, ordering them to fall 
back. 


The police did. Shouts and jeers 
rose up from the throats of the 
veterans. 


Several of the bonus ' seekero 
v.ere grabbed by police and hur- 
ried away in patrol wagons. 


Glassford 
himself came down 


from the second floor soon after 
wards, chasing two or three'vet- 
erans before him. He then went 
to the rear of the building where 
more trouble seemed imminent.
